Notice of Non-Responsive Amendment 

1 . Applicant's election of Group V in the reply entered on 9/12/2006 is acknowledged. 

2. The reply entered on 9/12/2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): Applicants elected Group V, which is drawn to Claim 17 only as set forth in the Restriction Requirement mailed on 

8/1 1/06. However, applicants canceled Claim 17 in the amendment to the claims filed on 9/12/06. Applicants seem to elect Claims 1- 

3. 5-6 and 9-16 as one group of invention. However, the said claims 1-3, 5-6, and 9-16 were grouped as separate inventions as set 
forth in the previous Restriciton Requirement such that Claims 9-14 are in Group III, Claims 15 and 16 are in Group IV. The currently 
amended Claims 1-3 and 5-6 are in one Group, which corresponds to the original Group V. Applicants are requested to elect a single 
invention to be examined. 

In addition, Applicants have not fully satisfied the Species Election as set forth in the previous Restriction Requirement. Applicants 
election of SEQ ID NOs 9 and 10 is acknowledged. 
However, Applicants have not elected the following species: 

A. ) A single specific phage vector protein. Applicants are requested to specify the name of the phage vector protein and the 
corresponding SEQ ID No. 

B. ) A single specific species of a target to screen for a binding toxin. (Required if Applicant elect Group IV (Claims 15-16)) 



Applicants are advised that the reply to the Restriction Requirement to be complete must include an election of the invention to be 
examined even though the requriement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143 and MPEP 818.03(b)). An argument that a claim is allowable or 
that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.
